At 2:10 o'clock there was an- 
other and - slighter shock, and at 
2:19 ■ a ^i'third . shock, but neither was 
as severe as the first.

At Goldstream the 
trees shook and tossed their branches and 
the sound of the passyig wave was so ter- 
rifying that people who happened to bo in 
the brush ran into the road.

ThoCourt'mot at 11 a.m., at whioh 
time, the attendance ef jurors, wituesaea 
and the public generally was numcrouB. 
The Crown was represented by Mr. E. 
Hairnson Jnr., the Attorney General from 
Horao unexplained reason being absent. 
The grand jury consisted of the following 
j;entleinon : — R. P. Rithot (foreman), 
Thos.

Tho commisaion, dated Victoria Aug. 
12th 1880, directed to their lordships hav- 
ing been read by tho registrar of the 
Coui-t thti learned Chief Justice proceed- 
ed to deliver bis'chalrge'to th6 grand jury 
His Lordship said that he was happy to 
be able to inform tho jury that their 
duties would bo comparatively liglit na 
only eight indictments would be placed 
before them for their consideration. 
None of those were for crimes of blcod, al- 
yioughsomo ofj them .wave fbr ^assaults of 
a Boiilewhat 'serious'' tiatura. Ono'^of ' the 
indictments, was for a verj' danijerous of- 
fence — that of rick-burning. In years 
gone by in England ^vhcn machinery Wiva 
about to bo introduced the otfonco was 
not of rare occurrence but it was looked 
upon as a most diinge'roiiH social crime 
and in this instance, wero it not for tho 
ugo of tho prisoners, might bo taken to 
indicate an undesirable state of society. 
The statements of tho prisoners would, 
his Lordship supposed, l)e placed before 
the jury who wo^ have^but -littlq ; difli-- 
qiilty in findingfth"ai thoJ posohorsS v?ero 
involved iji the offence.^ They would 
bear in mind, however, that it was not 
their duty to try tho prison'ors, but mere- 
ly to inquire as to whether there was a 
l>rima Jacit case to warrant a trial before 
a petty jury. Tho next indictment was 
for stealing on Salt Spring island. There 
were two co^ijfa|jD§itMMdi|t'ment, the 
first for steitling tuid the '^second for es- 
caping from lawful custody. It shoild 
Ijo remembered that the most innocent 
person in tho world could be lawfully in 
custody and that ho had no right to affect 
his escape. His lordship then referred 
to tho indictment in which two men 
named Sherrer wero charged with assault. 
The alleged ofTenco had,' it. appeared, re- 
sulted from drink. " A disturbance was 
going on in a saloon and tho constable 
went in with the intention of cstablishinff 
peace, but was rather seriously asaaulted 
by the prisoners. There did not seem to 
bo much doubt that he was in tho execu- 
tion of his duty at the time and a yr 'ww. 
fitcie would probably be established by tho 
evidence submitted to thim. Next there 
wore indictments for chicken stealing 
against a whole band of Chiiiaiuon. Trifl- 
iDg^ thejoffence^mightiseem^^^ be^lt' be.^ 
I6hge8 to that'claSs whi6li*<5ausetf'ci'tizon8' 
great annoyance. There would bo no trou- 
ble in finding true bills against tho pri- 
BonerB. They had tho fowls tied up in a 
bag and hidden in a darkened room and 
had neglected to give them nourishment — 
facts which clearly indicated tho fowls 
wer^ not their property. There^ere two 
indiotiWonts against tho priso'ner' Woods, 
one for breaking into a store cm Yates 
street and another for escaping from the 
officer who had him lawfully in custody. 
It would seem that ho was.disjBOjrered in the 
immediate vicinity of .|he"^itpre' and that 
there was at least grave Buspicibn that he 
had been concerned^in . briMking:^ it. 
He had abb uscd'cohsiderable violence in 
making good his escapo from tho night 
watchman who was taking him to gaol. 
The indictments wore thus far. clear and 
would give tho jurj' but little trouble. 
The indictment, however,' against Olden- 
burg, a pawnbroker, charged with mis- 
priaioii of treason and with receiving 
goods knowing the same to havo boon 
stolon, would probably require more care- 
ful consideration. ITie indictment against 
Rapor, comraitted^^oniii charge of emboz- 
dement at Nanaimo, would also havo to 
receive careful at'tention. rHis". LSrSsfiip'' 
then proceedod to explain the difforonco 
between cinbozzlemcnt and larceny, point- 
ing out that a clork — and the prisiiner in 
this case -happened to'> ho one, althougli 
all6|[e^tQ;}b.e!vaDP!'rtnor— -is justified in 
receiving monoyVQYQr'iajjCounter, but he 
hal^ no nght to put-it-ipto his pocket, and 
spend it bn''Billl5Hsi^^3nnlc"''and''di8sipa- 
. tion. That would bo enlbezzlomont — not 
larceny. His Lordship would, therefore, 
advise tho jury to keep the indictments 
ajj^inat Raper and Oldenburg until tho 
last'in order that the business of the 
Court might be expedited. The jury 
would romoinbor that there wore a great 
iiiany,iHa,tterfl..wiihin .. their province , to 
present. .jrSjgGgefigu^^ 



werc^nuisancea, 'A biitj' Jiis yjQrdsb|] 
gono so fully m<^|t|^laT^n'dMW 
gaming at tlie'la'st assizes that hodid not 
think it worth whilo to do so now. Ho 
was glad that one's eyes and ears wore not 
so much offended now; bj' such matters as 
they had been when ho last addressed the 
grand jury. rAjpiiii, the making,, keeping 
or canTfing <j^lsigb^qua«jUties;ki^ 
powdei-, and mforentuuly giant powder, 
was a nuisance in'^tlio byes' of common 
law and any person creating the nuisance 
might be mentioned by tho jury. Eaves- 
droppers, pcnons who listened to conver- 
sations not intoiiddd for their ears in 
order that thoy might repeat tlioni and 
create.scandal^ , were a nuisance and so was 
a cbmmoii "scoIdr'The law, however, 
confined tho latter 'mnsanco to tho fenii- 
nine gender. A case involving this point 
had once been brought before his Lord- 
ship at Richfield. At that place a man 
,'rMldo.d who had a most objectionably 
'briSy^- and very annoying tongue, 
so much so that tlio people wialiod him 
presented as a common scold. His Lord- 
ship, however, was compelled to sholtor 
himself behind Blackstono's language, 
which said that a common scold must bo 
of .the feminine gender and consequently 
nothing" could bo done against tho man 
With tho objection.ible tonguo. If tho jury 
presented any individual uuisancuH thoy 
would state, the name of thu jior- 
Bon offending and tlio p.irticular 
nature of tho offence si. tiiat tho 
Attorney General might know how to 
draw up the indictment properly. But 
even if the jury did'npi^sttiink proper to 
present any particular individual, it would 
bo quito right for thoiu to make a general 
prcBontment dealing witii any nui.sanccs 
that may have boon brought to tlioir notice. 
On former occasions this course liad beon 
adopted and the parties causing tlio nui- 
sances had abated them without being 
nrosocutod. .LHia^KoirdShrp .would now al- 
low the jury to retire to consider- |^i|o in- 
dictments placed before them. .^v ' 
The Court hero adjourned until 1 p.\n.-

Tho foreman of grand jury presonit-d 
true bills against James E. Wood. 

The Chief Justice , wished ■ tho grand 
Jury to .retire and finish their/iibrk. They 
could not be discharged till the closo of 
the assi?*. 

Mr. McCreightj.ascounsclfor tho Cro\fii, 
wished soma formal alteration made in 
tho indictment against .-Mfrcd Raper by 
the grand Jury. I 

Mr. T. Davie wialiod to obtain somo in- 
formation re.spectiHg'tK^c.a8#of £land and 
Lambert, who had been committed for 
trial for conspiring in destroying properly. 

The Chief Justice said that tho c.nsn 
would come on in tlie ordinary way. 

BUROLAUV. 

James E. Wood wasaiTaignod for break- 
ing into the store of Mr. Lnbbo on Yntc.i 
street. Tho prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
Ho was not represented by counsel. 

A jury was empanelled with Mr. H. 
E. M ilby as foreman. 

Mr. E. Harrison, for the crown, stated 
that the prisoner was arraigned in tho first 
place for breaking away from the officer 
who had him in charge. The second count 
charged him with tho attempted burg- 
lary in Mr. Lubbe's premises on tho niglit 
of 21st May last. 

Theodore Lubbe sworn stated that 
ho occupied a store on Yatos street. Tho 
witness described.the gituation of the pre- 
mises and the 'sunfouhclings. ^ Was not 
aware that the outer door could bo open- 
ed with a lever till after tlie attempted 
burglar^-. There was also an inner door 
of glass. 

The Chief Justice stjited that tho iu- 
ner^por was of no^ijccount.so far as the 
burgki^'wM 'c'dBcern'od.* Thb'diio'ning of 
the outer door constituted the offence. 

Witness resumed — Tho inner door was 
fa-itened with two bolts. The sash was 
cut and a pane taken away. The night 
watchriian interrupted the parties whilo 
at work. 

•Patrick Farrell, nightwatchnian, do- 
posed that he kne^v|the prisoner at tlio. 
bar. Found hitn oii the night in quo.stion 
about 20 or 30 feet from tlio door of 
Lubbe's store in the rear of his premises. 
Was on duty at tho time. Examined tho 
store and found it open and the inner or 
glass door broken. Was taken a littlo off 
his guard by finding tho glas.s put away 
so carefully. Went away but soon nftor 
returned and met tho prisoner a short 
d istanco off carrying an iron bar, apparently 
coming away from Mr. Lubbo's door. He 
charged, the. prisoner with being there for 
tho purpose of robbing tho premises. Ho 
took hiiii'iiTchM^e and told hiin that ho 
would have to go to gaol. Took tho iron 
bar aw.ty from him. Went a short dis- 
tance toward the lock-up when tlio pris- 
oner drew a hatchet from his pocket and 
threatened to cut witness unless ho let go 
of him. .Tliq prisoner was then let go and 
witness .tlirbw4hB;irorirbar.-.at him. H(! 
then ran away and turned' to tlio right on 
Wharf street. Saw prisoner last near 
Johnson street. Witness roturncd to tho 
scene of tho scuffle and found the bar and 
hatchet. At daylight found a cold chisel 
and afterwards a pair of shoos and a 
butcher knife. Was present at the arrest 
of prisoner. Believed the shoes belonged 
to the prisoner as they fitted him exactly. 
[Shoes, socks, iron bar,coat,hatc]iet, knife 
and cold chisel produced.] On the follow- 
ing morning found a sort of mask on 
Wharf street, (produced.) At the pris- 
oner's cabin window blind stuff similar to 
tho piece found on Wharf street was also 
taken charge of, from tho blind tho mask 
was apparently made. ' Sworo positively 
to the prisoner at the bar. Found a cold 
chisel where the scuflic took place. 

W. P. O'Connor, constable, deposed 
that he.knew^j)ho prisoner; at the bar and 
raraemtfelredmaking the an^st in May last. 
In company with tlio last witness wont 
to the prisoner's cabin on Dougks stro'H 
and Farrell at once identified him as tl'.e 
party with whom ho (Farrell) had had 
the scufile on the night previous. The 
prisoner was. then; taken to Bravorman's 
pawnbroker's shop and ffom'thbnce to the 
gaol; ft coat A-as also taken which corrcii- 
ponded with the coat worn tlic niglit bo- 
fore. 

The Chief Justice objected to a :|uo.s- 
tion of the foreman as to whether tlic 
prisoner had appeared bofori the Tolico 
Court previous to tho burglary. 

The statement of- prisoner before the 
Police Magistrate was here read and this 
cloned tho case for tho proseoution. 

Tlie prisoner stated that ho wished to 
call a witness to prove that ho was in bod 
at the time of the attomptod burghry. 

Christian Moo, sworn— Stated that th.o 
'prisoner was in bed during tlio time of the 
attempted burglary. 

To the Chief Justice — I was going 
home from o^tuoh.and.it^^M ab^^ ^half r.^ 
poit .lUii»iWl\W»>rl;wwihe<piiaoher'^ Ifd'd^: 



To Mr. Harrison — Slept in tho same 
bod with . prisoner. Witness refused to 
state whether- or not he acted as execu- 
tioner at New, Westminster when an In- 
dian was .hanged. Did not know .the 
mask pioducod. Rented tho houao ; on 
Douglas street, where tho prisoner yroi 
arrested. Had beon in Mr. Lubbe's em- 
ploy, but had boon discharged in order 
that an Indian might be taken, back. 
Knew where Mr. Lubbe kept hia money. 
Had Eo conversation with JohoT/X'Vftna 
about tho back ^door of the premises 
.Would awear tliat ho did not^.mako any 
itatehieht 'about the"^ back" door' " of the 
store. Had been committed for trial for 
aiding in breaking into Mr. Lubbe's store. 

To tho Prisoner— Mr. Lubbe offered 
the witness §500 to say that Wood com- 
mitted the burglary. This was at the 
police barracks on the 22nd May. OfScora 
Royorbfti' O'Oonnor, Farrell and a friond 
of Mr. Lubbe's ware present. Thoy did 
not hear tho offer. Mv. Lubbo called him 
on one side and made tho offer and stated 
that it would bo better for tho witness to 
toll tho truth and convict Wood, as ho 
was tho man that committed the buvglary. 

Mr. Lubbo ro-called— Had hoard tho 
statement' of Mo& abottt'the'dffw'bf S&OO. 
Took himAraSidBiin'tKti Police 'Court and 
told himO about the burglary, but had 
made no offer of, money; only wished him 
to turn Queen's evidence and tell the 
truth about the niottor. Moe had been in 
his uinploy from March and as he was 
willing to work witness had taken some- 
thing , of, a .fancy to him. Did not re- 
momber'Moo, telling him (tho witness) 
that tho back door could bo opened from 
the outside. PrisonM" never? worked for 
him. 

John Evans, sworn — Stated that he was 
a dr.tyman and in tho employ of Mr. 
Lubbo. Tho statement of Moe that ho 
had never asked him about money was 
untrue. On ono occasion Moe had aakod 
witness if ho know whero Mr. Lubbo kept 
tho monoy and montionod that the back 
door could bo opened from the outside. 
Moo had afterwards talked to him about 
the burglaiy. 

This closod the case for tho defence. 

Tho Cliiof Justice informed tho prisoner 
that he might make any strttoment he 
pleased to tho juiy. 

Tho prisoner staiud iiiat the coat was 
his and so was one of the chisels. Ho 
haid kept a restaurant on Johnson street, 
but was at. the time of the attempted 
burglary dead-broke mid was then looking 
for work. 

The crown pro.soeutor mid ho pould 
confidently ask tho jury to convict the 
jirisuner as the Ciiso had been fully proven. 
Tlie prisoner's own witness had thoroughly 
convicted him.'ujThis witnesB was also im- 
plicated in the saine charge.' :lf the jury 
boliovod him they could not boliovo Lubbe 
or Evans. Mr. Lubbe did not know 
tho prisoner, therefore there would bo no 
object in ofl'oriiig Moe monoy. This 
assertion was flatly contradicted ' by Mr. 
Lubbe. Tho attempt to prove an alibi 
was, altogether a failure a]id,.ho,^ifl|te4 
fi-om authority on circumstantial evidence 
that this failure militated against tho pris- 
oner. 

Tiio prisoner here wanted permission to 
ask Officer Farrell a question. 

The Chief Justice granted. the request 
although irregular. 

Tho prisoner then made some' enquity 
of Fiuroll about the length of his wniak- 
ora and inou-stacho as ho had shaved 
shortly boforo the night in question. 

Officer Farrell said that the prisoner 
had whiskers and moustache when arrested. 

Tho Chief Justice in summing up stated 
that the whole question was one of identity. 
Tliu evidence was conflicting. Moe stated 
that the prisoner was in bed and therefore 
not at tho scene of tho burglar}'. This 
witness had been contradicted in every 
p.'ii-ticular by Messrs. Lubbe and Evans. 
There wero many oircumstaacea that 
made against the prisoner. The learned 
Chief Justice went into tho evidence 
Bomowhat minutely and as the only de- 
fence was that of ,in alibi it was for the 
jury to say whether this was substantiated 
or not. The prisoner at tho bar had not 
doniod that tho shccs, tho chisel, the 
coat, etc., were his. This wenjf far to 
prove that tho prisoner was the miin' who 
broke away from Constable Farrell in the 
night of tho attempted burglaiy. 

Tho juiy after a short time returned a 
verdict of guilty on the charge of break- 
ing away from tho police officer. 

The Chief Justice — There is another; 
matter. Do you beUeyft.thafe;tho;yitp(e^^ 
JIoo spoku falsely ? ' ■ 

Tlie foreman — We can not believe tliat 
he told tlio truth. 

The Chief Justice — Then, Mr. Har- 
rison, I will if you desiro it make an or- 
der for hia committal for perjury. 

James E. Woods was then arraigned on. 
an indictmeufc . for . breaking.:.. into-> Mr. 
Lubbo's store and Christian Moe on an in- 
dictment for inciting Woods to commit 
the said offence. 

Tho prisoners pleaded "not guilty" and 
a jury was empanelled with Mr. W. Ar- 
thur as foreman. 

Mr. Harrison in oponing tho case for 
tho prosecution explained that tho prison- 
er Woods was indicted for breaking into 
tlio store simply, not with stealing any- 
thing from tho premises. The prisoner 
Moo was indicted for being an accessory 
before the fact, having incited Woods to 
commit the offence with whicli he was 
charged. Counsel then proceedod to ox- 
plain tho law relative to housebreaking 
and having narrated tho circumstances in 
connection with tho case called 

Thoo. Lubbo, who, being sworn, testi- 
fied that ho occupies premises on Yates 
strcot which ran back to Commercial 
street, and explained tho nature of tho 
fastenings on tho iron doors. Tho prison- 
er Moo had been oinployed by him, but 
was diach.arjTcd on account of liis strange 
and "secretive" conduct; did not know 
tho prisoner Woods; had never promised 
Moo §500 if ho would, tell all he knew 
about the biii:glary/ ThiS.outer door was 
fastened with an iron bar which could be 
lifted by a lover from tho outside— a cir- 
cumstance of which witness was not 
awaro until after tho burglarj'. 

Special constable Farrell testified to ar- 
rusting tho prisoner and repeated in sub- 
stance tho evidence given by him oh tho 
formor charge against the prisoner. 

Oflicor O'Connor testified that ho ar- 
rested tho prisoner Woods at Moe's houso 
and dnscribod minutely the circumstan- 
ces relative to Moe's arrest and the state- 
ment ho made relative to hearing a shot 
fired ; he also testified to finding Woods 
with wot socks covered with gravel and 
his wot feet, and to tho fact that he had 
pawned a chest of tools with Mr. Braver- 
man, and on several occasions previous to 
tho burglary had gono to tho pawnsliop 
and obtained some of tho tools, 

Special Officer Hart deposed that 
mot Moo on tho night of tho burglary 
W^iddington alley and that he stated that, 
whilst at CimpboU's corner, he heard a 
shot fired and s.aw two men running along 
Wharf street. 

F. St. Louis, a cook formerly employed 
in a restaurant kept by Woods, identified 
tho butcher's knife and the shoes found 
on Wharf street as the prisoner Woods'

tified that he used to board at Woods' 
restaurant. Somo of the knives used 
there were like the butcher knifeprodueed. 

'The case for tho proaocution here rested 
and Woods then proceeded to address the 
jury in his defence submitting tba(^."aj6b~ 
had been put up oif^him" aiid if it' had not 
been for the fact that he resided with Moo, 
who had been working for Mr. Lubbe, !io 
would not Iiave beon arrested at all, but 
auspioion would have fallen on some other 
party. . 

The prisoner^Mooimado a long rambling 
statemeati^B^iniQffiwhy he was on tho 
streets at the time the. burj^laiy was com- 
mitted and repeating hia assertion that 
Mr. Lubbo off'ored to give him 6300 if ho 
would tell all he knew about the afl'air. 

His Lordship said that the Crown had a 
very poor case against the prisoner Moe 
and then proceeded to , direct, tho jury 
with refereiice'to jJVoo'ds, informing them 
that they wbiild liavo'tbsotisfy themselves 
that Woods really wais the man that forced 
open Lubbe's door; and secondly, if they 
wore satisfied then thoy would have to 
bo convinced that it was his intent to com- 
mit a felony. In his Lordship's opinion 
the circumstances were very suspicious, 
and if tho prisoner was really innocent 
his situation wasraoitunfortunateforhira. 

Tho jnry without le.avin^" the box ao- 
quittod Moo and returriod a' Verdict of 
guilty against Woods. ' 

HU;iiordship said that Moe would bo 
remanded into custody for tho present to 
offord the Crown an opportunity of deter- 
mining what it would tio on tho charge 
of perjury against him. Woods and other 
prisoners who mighti bo found guilty 
would bo brought up. for sentenco at the 
end of tho assizes. ■ 

Whilst the ease xma in progrosa tho 
Grand Jury entered" the court room and 
announced that they had found truo bills 
on all the indictments pl.iced before them. 

Tho Court stands adjourned until 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning, when all petty 
jurors and witt^es^Q^mUBt be in attend 
ance.

Mr. Eborla on behalf of tho defendant 
objects that sinc-o tho now Judicature Act 
tho Judge has no power to make any or- 
der, contending that ho is sustained in 
that view by the decisions of the Chief 
Justice in Reed & Co. va. Saunders, and 
of Mr. Justice Crease in Harvey vi. New 
Westminster. \ 

The question substantially is— what are 
the forms and method of Proeoduro now 
in force in the Supremo Court of this 
Province? 

In April, 1870, the local legislature 
passed "An Act to amend the Practice 
"and Pruoedara- of tho Supreme Court 
"of British Columbia, and for otlier pur- 
"poaes relating to the bettor Adrainistra- 
"tion of Justice." 

This Act was decidedly an improvement 
on the existing law and unobjectionablo 
in all its features save — singular to say — 
the ono out of which the present difficulty 
has arisen. After making.several . provis- 
ions, which will hereafter bo referred io, 
this Act, by the 17th section, gavo power 
to tho Lieutenant-Governor from time to 
time after tho p.isaing of this Act, by or- 
der or orders in council, to make rules to 
bo styled "Rules of Court" /oi* carrying 
the Act into effect, and in particular for 
all or any of the following matters, that 
is to say: Then follow eight subsections 
specifying in detail almost all tho various 
matters and thinijs necessary for conduct- 
ing the civil business of tho Courts, and 
indicating in distinct and comproheiisivo 
terms, one after tho other, tho particular 
classes of matters and things for which 
tho legislature gavo him power to make 
those rules. Then after a most unimpor- 
tant section — attorneys shoula bo 
called Bolicitora— by tho 19th section it 
expressly enacts, that when j)romto>u to 
iht contr&rylar^ 'notpifadi^ by ihe Act, pr, 
the neio rulia so td bef^ad<,'the'old forms' 
and method of Procedure in the Supreme 
Court shall continue to bo used and prac- 
ticed as if the Act had not boon passed. 
Tho section is very clear; "Savo as by 
"this Act, or by any Rules of Court, is or 
'fshall be otherwiso provided, all forms 
"{^^n|ti|||ifef ''pioclda at tho 

"coninienceirtbnt'of this Act weife ih force 
"in the said Supremo Court, (not incon- 
" SLstent with this Act, or any Rules to bo 
"made by virtue of this Act) may contin- 
"uo to bo used and practiced in tho said 
"Supremo Court in such and tho like 
' ' cases, and for such and tho like purposes, 

as those to which they would ;have boon 
"applicable if^ this' "had" not been 
"passed." 

On tho IGth July, 1880, it was an- 
nounced by proclamation in the Royal 
Gazeltp that tho Act was to come into 
force on the 20th; and on the same 16th 
in tho same Gazette, tho Lieutcnant-Gov- 
ornor in Council, by anothor proclama- 
tion ordered (as alleged in the order) "in 
"piu 8i«i)i-oe of </i-e pouw vested in him by 

the Act roferrod to, that on and after 



England 

"let of November, 1877, ro/ar as the same 
"are cippiicable to this Frovina, shall be 
"tho Rules and Orders in force in tho 
"Supreme, Ooiirt of British Columbia." 

In the base of Heed against Saundors 
the ledt:ned|'Chlejf'^ Justice of. this Court 
decid|1| |^a||i^^|B|notBhown:to him what 
wVre'cKe Rules m force in England on the 
1st November, 1877, and though it might 
be assumed that under this order there 
wore some Rules for the governance of 
this Court, it was incumbent on tho party 
making the application to 'show what those 
Rules wero. 

In the view I take of this Act and the 
Order in Council as sot out iu this Proc- 
lamation, I go further than tho Chief Sub- 
tioo htia so far adjudged, and am of opin- 
ion tha^ the Order m Council does not 
put iD'forcojin^this.Froyincea 
of the High' Court" of Judicature in Brig- 
land, in tact that tho Order makes no 
Rules whatever in that respect, and is so 
far as relates thereto a perfect nullity. 
It will bo observed, the Order in Council 
says, only such Rules as ore applicable to 
tM Provitwe ahall bo in force in the Provr 
inco. Bipforej therefore, any one of-Hhe 
English Rules can. be' in force in the Prov- 
ince, it is a condition precedent that it 
must bo applicable. Who, then, has the 
Legislature said, shall determine whether 
it is applica^!^ .-ote^pW ■vasauming for 
tho sake of aigutnen't'tliaf ffio I^egislature 
could havo supposed so vaguo an order 
would have been made. 

It is one of the first principles of statu- 
tory law, or tho law, governing the con- 
struction of statutes, that when a statute 
vests a particular party or person with a 
discretionary power ho cannot delegate 
that pow&r to any other person. Ho 
must exercise the discretion himself, and 
his exerclie of that discretion cannot bo 
qUeationed even by a superior tribunal. 
We have before us examples day by day. 
Ams^tratfimay by statute for certain 



ofl'euces fino or imprison, or fine and im- 
prison, the selection of ono or tho other 
of those piiiiishraents, or tho imposition of 
both, is a matter for his discretion, and 
When he exercises it it becomes law, and 
IKe^'BeuCence is legal. 
Tv Tlie merest tyro in tho legal profesaidn 
woidd not'vcnturc to uphold the position 
that the magistrate could say to his sub- 
ordinato, " lou determine whether the 
culprit shall be fined or imprisoned or 
both. Do what you think best." Then in 
applying this principle, is not^tho deter- 
miniDg^tho|appIt<^buiqr,rof i^y>P»riicuUr 
rule to the Proviuce.a selection of that 
rule for tho Province, and would not such 
solcotion then be an exorcise of discretion 
in tho person making the selection, ond if 
ho be not the person authorized by the 
statute, what right has he to make it 1 ' 
Tho legislature gives the power;. none 
but tho legislature can give it, iirid iii this 
Aot it gives that power" to' the ■Lieut. - 
Governor and to no ono else, and it does 
not by tho Act give him authority to 
transfer it to any ono else. Ho is then 
by law a trustee of that power for tho end 
tho legislature named, and cannot clothe 
another with the trust. . J^he English law 
books teem with atithoritieB to this end. 

Thoro seems to have 'been a terrible 
confusion of mind in applying tho princi- 
plo which governed tho construction of 
tho local ordinance No. 70, introducing 
tho English law into this Province, and 
tho construction of tho Order-in-Counoil 
assumed to have boon raado ^under this 
Act. ... ii „ 

In tho former tho legislature Half in- 
troduced tho English law, so far as it was 
not inapplicable, and it becamo, therefore, 
tho duty of the judges as ex officio tho ox- 
pounders of the law, to determine what 
was or was not inapplicable. But the 
legislature does not by the piesent Judica- 
ture Act introduce the English mles into the 
Province, or say that they shall be in force, 
so far as they are apnlicuble. It must bo 
dialiiiotlj' understood that there is not ono 
word in the Act to that effect. Had it 
done so it would at^wice have ' made Uiem 
law, and it would at' once havo • become 
tho duty of the judges to apply the law, 
and say what was applicable or what was 
not, liut tho logi.slaturo says tho Lieut. - 
Govornor-in-Council may make the rules. 
It gives hitn tho discretion. Ho is not 
tied down to tho English rules or any 
othecwttof/rules, .:He iiiay make (What- 
ever rules he thinks best, but he must tell 
what thoy are. Ho may or may not select 
a single English rule ; but if in tho exer- 
cise of his discretion ho deems it best to 
do so he must specify what the rule is, 
and himself dotormino its applicability to 
the Province. It then becomes a rule of 
this Court. It then becomes law under thu 
statute, and tho judges must carry it out; 
but he cannot delegate that discretion or 
put tho responsibility on any ono else. 

There is some loose idea that Orders-in- 
Council aro law, but Orders-in-Council 
only become law, or havo the effect of law 
when thoy aro tii strict accord with the Act 
which authorizes them to bb made. They 
are simply putting in force provisions of 
statutes, tho operation of which tho legis- 
lature has doomed it best for some period 
to suspend. And when so put in opera- 
tion they become aa if they wore embod- 
ied in the original statute, and are as im- 
perativo as any other part of tho statute, 
but that is not the case whan the Order- 
in-Council, though assumed to be, orovon 
asserting in its terras that it is, mado in 
pursuance of the statute, is nevertheless a 
manifest departure from tho statute, then 
the prder-in-Oouncil is vltra tires, and 
haa'not'eVbn tho shadow of law to rest 
upon. That is exactly tho case hero, tho 
order is a departure from the statute. Tho 
indLaorotion of imposing this duty on the 
Lieut. -Governor was pointed out at tho 
timo tho Act was being passed through tho 
legislature, but with the full power of 
determining, the legislature did determine 
that he should discharge it, and they gavo 
him no authority to transfer it to anyone 
eiso. 

An oxaraination of tho course pursued 
in Canada on tho establishment of the 
Supremo and Exchequer Courts, and the 
introduction of the now rules and practice 
clearly susiaiiis Hhis c'dnclas°ion;^: Chaps. 
Iiandl2,"m5.n .| |^ '> 

In tho first instance the Dominion par- 
liament itself by- direct order declares 
what shall bo tho lino of action: Sec. 2-t. 
"Proceedings in appeals shall, when not 
otherwise provided for by this Act, or by 
tho general rules and orders to bo made 
in pursuance! thereof, be as nearly as pos- 
sible in conformity with tho present prac- 
tice of tho Judicial Committoo of Her 
Majesty's Privy Council. 

Sec. Gl. "Tho procedure in suits and 
actions within tho jurisdiction of tho Ex- 
chequer Court shall, unless it bo other- 
wise provided for by general rules mado 
in pursuance of this Act, bo regulated by 
the practice and prooeduro of her Majes- 
ty's Court of Exchequer at Westminster, 
on its revenue side. 

Then comes sec. 79. "Tho Judges of 
tho SupremejCourt; or„any five of them, 
may from time to' timo'niakd general rules 
and orders for regulating tho procedure 
of and in tho Supreme Court, and the 
bringing of cases before it from courts 
appealed from, or otherwiso; and the pro- 
cedure of tho Exchequer Courts, and for 
the effectual ^execution and working of this 
act, and' the attainment of the "intention 
and 'objects thereof, etc. , etc. ; and all such 
rules not being inconsistent with tho ox- 
press provisions of this Act, shall havo 
force as if herein enacted. Provided that 
copies of all such rules shall be laid be- 
fore both Houses of Parliament of Canada 
at the next session thereof; 'r^ 

And in sec. 16, c.'^ i2,i,ihjb Petition of 
Rights Act, "It shall be" lawful, etc., 
page 87, substantially similar in purport 
and effect. 

Horo tho Parliament of Canada has de- 
clared the line of action. It does nut then 
outhorize the Governor-General by order- 
in-council to make rules to carry tho 
Acts into offoct; but authorizes the judges 
to do so, and thus that duty by law de- 
volves upon them. The judges do not 
delegate that power to any ono she, but 
i'm.inediatoly,oxe{rcise the, discretion with 
%hibKthQ'^iir}i.ain^ti^fd^the^^ 
under the 1st Act make in oxlenso 77 
rules; and undortho 2nd Act, c. 12 — after 
in tho first rule repeating tho positive 
directions of the Parliament, that the 
practice, forms, mode of procedure, &o. , 
should conform as near as may bo to the 
process, forms and mode of procedure in 
use in like causes in H. M. High Court of 
Justico in England, except so far at might 
oth-end^e be provided by that Act or by the 
rules to be made,, proceed to make no less 
than 261 rules to guide the practitioners 
and suitors, and in order that the spirit 
of the sects. 24 and 61, chap. 11, before 
quoted, may not bo overlooked by two 
distinct rules, 30 8.nd 258, reiterate tho 
directions of the Parliament. And who is 
to expound these rules when questions 
ariso upon them? The men who made 
them. Who.are they? Tho judges to 
whom the' PaHiamont 'delegated that 
power with certaiii' directions to guide 
them, and who ex officio are the ez- 
pounders of tho laws the Parliament 
enacts. There ia nothing uncertain there. 
The Parliament says distinctly^ what 
e^jall bo. Then examine the British Cor 



lumbia Act. Firet— It sots forth in plain 
tonus tho rules under which law and 
equity shall bo administered— rules of 
construction or guidance — as they might 
bo called under tho Act. Secondly — 
Rules declaring what. ;tha , be 
hereafter in certaiin nrnttiers:' ^For in 
stance: Administration of assets, suits 
for possession of land by mortgagors, man 
damns, custody of infants, «S;c. ; then it 
makes a number of excellent provisions on 
various mattors for which legislation was 
required; and then by the 17th section, 
says, for.tJ»e,purpo«o.'6f-earryi')i?/ this Ac 
into sjfecif tlie Lieut. -Governor may make 
lules to be styled "Rules of Court," and 
in particular, for sittings, pleadings, prac- 
tice, forms, reports, &c., in a word, all 
that would bo necessary to make tlie Act 
work. These would bo rules of procedure. 

Hero it will be perceived the Act indi- 
cates no line of action, as the Canadian 
Acts did, but leaves tho making of the 
rules entirely to the discretion -^bf the 
Liout.-Governor, There could .not- 'he-'a 
broader instance of discretion. 

What, then, is done ? A proclamation 
is issued. What is tho eflbct of it 1 Go 
to England. , . And whatever rules you can 
pick' up'tiiffiFe'iipplicable'to^this Province, 
let th'ein be' the rules.' Ciin any one sup- 
pose that was what, the Legislature in- 
tended'/ Was not the power so given by 
tho Legislature to the Liout.-Governor — 
a power and discretion he and his council 
wore distinctly and personally to exercise 
for the benefit of the -Province, and a 
power and 'disciretibh' which, the Legisla- 
ture did riot choose to give to any one 
elsel They had tho Canadian Acts before 
them in which tho power was given 
to tho judges and tho rules raado 
by the judges undertlio authority so given. 
But the Legislature said we will not fol- 
low that phin. Wo will not give that 
power to the judges.'! . Wo will that the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council shall make 
tho rules, and thoy so declare. 

Tho mode lie adopts of making them is 
to toll somebody else to do if — because 
tho mode he points out necossitatos the 
selection from a large mass of the particular 
English r,ules applicable to this Province. 
Whoever then makes tho selection prao- 
tio illy makes tho rules — and that is a. 
discretion tho Lcgislat. u expressly rof uae:! 
to any one but himself. 

Making rules — affecting tho conflicting 
rights , of individuals as to person and 
property — for the administration of jus- 
tice, the attainment of evidence, the 
facilities of legal business and the ad- 
judication of questions of trade and com- 
merce, requires oxporience, knowledge of 
law, steady industry and great patience. 
With the course of both England and 
Canada — where this duty was imposed up- 
on tho judges — before it the Legislature 
of tho Province preferred the experience, 
legal knowledge, steady industry and 
groat patience of the Lieut.-Govomor in 
councd, and after oightoon months' ex- 
orcise of 'those estimable qualifications, 
the first step taken is a violation of one 
of the. very first principles of law, namely, 
that a discretionary power given by stat- 
ute to a particular person or -'officer can- 
not be by him dologuted lb. v' another /-per- 
son to be exercised, ' ' ' 

As an illustration of tho futility of this 
order in council, take for instance the 6th 
section,, which, says a full court .of ^the said 
Suprenio^'^Ccjurt;^ one or 

such other number of 'judges' sitting to- 
gether as may bo dctorminod upon by 
rule of Court, and a full- Court shall be 
held at sucJi times and phces as may bo 
Jxxed by rules of Court for the purpose of 
transacting any busiuuss assigned to it by 
this act or^by rule_of Court. „ : . 

This^is 'one of JtKe mattei:^^ for 
under the Ist 'subsection 'of section 17 for 
which the Lieut. -Governor is to make 
i:\iloatocarryiheactintoeffect, via., the 
sitting of a court in British Columbia at 
such times a7id places as nuxy be fixed by 
rules of Court. Yet the Order-in-Council 
is that you are to look through the Eng- 
lish rules in force in England on the Ist 
Norombor, 1877 — nearly throe years be- 
fore this aot came into operation — to find 
the times and places which may be fixed 
for the sitting of this court in British 
Columbia under this act. .The. Legislature. 
never contemplated anything so ^aBaifrd.' 

It is clear that tho Act intended that 
tho Liout.-Governor should make the 
rules in plain terms; or if ho really 
thought the English rules would answer 
ho should order so, either of tho whole or 
of such pairts, disti/iiclly specifying thein as 
would answeri'and nbt' leave that to any- 
body elab., The discretioii'ia'fiis— catinot 
be dologatbd^and cannot bo. questioned. 
If ho will read tho English rulos and se- 
lect thorn, or select them without reading, 
or Qvon without knowing them, and sim- 
ply order iu absolute terms that such and 
such rulos shall bo in force, (and publish 
them in./tbo Ar%h^^^ proclaim 

and doolare'tliiem, aoasfo avoid any ques- 
tion as to tho ovidenco of what tho rulos 
may bo,) thoy will bocomo law and tho 
Judges will carry them out regardless of 
all consequences, if it is possible in Bri- 
tish Columbia so to do. 

For tho reasons I havo given I think 
tho Ordor-in-Oouncil does not fill and is 
not in accordance witU the requirements 
of tho Act. It is in this respect an. order 
not sanctioned by law and is^therefore jto 
tiiat ostont a nullity. 

Then this boina so, no now rules have 
beon made and, under tho 'lOth section, 
tho old forms and methods of procedure 
aro still in force, wheie not inconsistent 
with the specific provisions of the Act. 

The obiection pointed out by tho Chief 
Justico when referring to the evidence 
necessary to establish the . proposed, new 
rules,''hftd'' any such' been "legaUy'niade, 
(and the mode of 'obviating which in the 
future I hdve just indicated) will in no 
way apply to those old forms and methods 
of procedure. The I9;li, section is a clear 
statutory declaration that there was a form 
and method of procedure in force and in 
use in the Province at tlie time uf the 
cou]monceineut-^of,the. Act .Xwhethep^.ori- 
ginally iutroduiced ac'cbrdirig to'tho strict 
rules of evidence or not is immaterial) 
and gives a direct legislative sanction and 
permission' tb its being continued and 
practiced. The present appl rition comes 
before mo in accordance with that old 
form and method, and is in no way incon- 
sistent with the Act itself and cannot be 
with any rules made by virtue of the Act^ 
for none liavo been mode jandilithorefore 
coniider I 'fiave.' amplelipoVelrl^o^^^^ 
with It; " ' -';-.-.S"«^-:^-'S-"'fc'^w, 

I do nbtlwisl)-thei;e>hould be: the slight- 
est misunderstanding.as to tho grounds of 

my decision. They; aro clear aua distinct : 
Ist. That tho legislature »gavo a discro- 
tionavy power to tlio Liout.-Governor by 
Ordor-in-Oouncil, to make rulos for carry- 
ing the Act into effect, and he cannot 
delegate that power to anyone else.
